A melancholy Accident happen’d on Tuefday

a young Man, Servant to Mr. Chance, going up 
a Pair of Steps with a Candle and a large Pot of 
{pirituous Liquor, in order to put it into a Catk, 
the Steps flipr, and he falling, threw the [.iquor 
over him, which the Candle immediately fet fire 
‘o, and he ran up and down the Street all over in 
a Flame, to the utmott Surprize of all the Neigh- 
bours, by which the unhappy Youth was fo much 
burnt, that his Skin came off with his Clothes ;

ple, irreprehenfible ; but then, Care muft be 


taken to interpret the plaineit Paflages in it, 
by the moit obicure 5 and particularly, that 
the Expreffions of Scripture, and Ancient Creeds, 
be faithtully underftood in the Senie of Madern 
Schoolmen. 

And as for the Homilies, they are good, or 
bad ; of undeniable Authority, or of none ; 
juft as They themfelves pleate, “Thofz againtt 
Rebellion, 2re particularly good againft all T'u- 
mults, and Diforders, and ‘Treatons, but their 
awn; and are to be urged ome againft the 
Men whom they diflike. But thote againft 
Your Idolatry, and Antichriftiani iM, and againtt 
many of Your Doctrines, I afiure Your Hal!- 
nefi, are of no Account amongtt the fame Men, 
but as the warm, over-laity, Efforts of Jgno- 
rant Zeal, in the fir? Reformers: not fit to be 
urged againit any true C/wrchman, (any more 
than thole of the Ca/vini/lical dtxain,) fince the 
Time of Archdifhop Laud. 

And all this pafles fmoothly, with Such as 
are under their Direction ; tho’ it be fo plain, 
one would think, to the moft Ordinary Ca- 
pacity, that a// fuch Matters are fixed with 
equal Infallibility ; that Authority is the fame, 
when it is again? Them, as when it ts for 
‘Them ; and that either 4// Poiwts of Human 
Decificn are fettled, fo as to aamit of no Di- 
fpute ; or that Nove are. “Vhere is no Medium, 
And unlefs this be allowed, without any empty 
Diftinétions, where there is no Difference ; 1 
believe, in Time, no Man of Senfe will be 
able to fee any Difference betwecn Your Popery, 
and that of many amongtt Us, but that Ours 
is Proteflant Popery, and Yours is Popifh Po- 


ade hath been defervedly look’d upon, 
in Polite Countries, as the great Support and 
Ornament of Human Life, and True Reli- 
gion.

But 1 with I could 
fay, there were not Tho in them, who in- 
duitrioufly poifon thofe Fountains; or, who 
employ all their Capacity and Credit, to make 
it become a more laudable Character, to be a 
Furious Zealot, than a Good Governour, or a 
Hard Student ; and more Reputabie Learning, 


We have it already in our Pofieffion, may lie 
eternally at the Battow of the Well, for all that 
We are likely to do, to draw it up; no 
Buckets being allowed to be let down for it, 
but what are /lantped, and no Ropes to be 
uted, to let them down, but what are of juft 
fuch a Meajure, and Strength, For by this 
Means, how can it be, but that the Capaci- 
ties, and Application, of the -Greateft Souls, 
muft be exceedingly cramp’d, and {linted, 
when the whole Method of Procedure is fo 
exquifitely fitted, not to enlarge thé Views and 
Eyguiries of Men, but to determine the 
Mind to One certain Set of Thoughts, already 
fixed to be Trut; and the ‘Pongne to One 
certain Set of Sounds, for their Eternal De- 
fence and Security ?
